S.O. 599 (E).—Whereas certain proposals to fix the mini¬ 
mum piece rate of wages and minimum guaranteed time rate- 
of wages payable to the employees employed in tho stone mines 
in the whole of India was published in the Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary, Part-il, section 3, sub-section (ii), dated the 4th 
October, 1990 as required by clause (b) of sub-section (1) of 
section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) under 
the Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Labour No. S.O. 752 (E) dated the 4th October, 1990 for 
information of and inviting objections and suggestions from 
all persons likely to bo affected thereby, till the expiry of the 
period of two months from tho date on which copies of the 
Gazette containing the said notification were made available 
to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made available 
to the public od the 1st November, 1990; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received on 
tho said proposals have been considered by the Central Govern¬ 
ment; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 3 read with clause (iii) 
of sub-section (1) of section 4 and sub-seation (2) of section 5 
of the aforesaid Act, and In super session of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Labour Notifications No. S.O. 
200 (E) dated the 24th March, 1984 relating to minimum 
piece rate of wages payable to employees employed in the 
stonemines Id Raisen district in the State of Madhya Pradesh 
and No. S.O. 711 (E) dated the 27th September, 1985 relating 
to minimum piece rate of wages payable to employees employed 
in stone mines In Faridabad District in tho State of Haryana, 
except as things done or omitted to be done before such super- 
session, the Central Government after consulting the Minimum 
Wages Advisory Board as required under the proviso to the 
said section 5 hereby fixes the minimum piece rate of wages 
and the minimum guaranteed time rate of wages per day per 
employee as specified in columns (3) and (4) respectively of 
the Schedule annexed hereto, payable to the categories of 
employment mentioned against them in column (4) thereof 
In stone mines throughout India and directs that this noti¬ 
fication shall com: into force on the date of its publication 
in the Official Gazette.

Explanation:—For the purposes of this notification, 1 

1. The above-mentioned minimum piece-rate of wages 
are inclusive of wages payable for the weekly day of rest. 

2. The minimum rates of wages shall be applicable to 
employees employed by contractors also. ,1 

3. Where the prevailing rates of wages based on contract 
or agreement or otherwise, are higher than the notified rates 
!hen such higher rates shall be protected and bo treated as the 
minimum rates of wages for the purposes of this notification. 

4. The employer shall not make any deductions whatBovcr 
from the aforesaid piece-rate of wages o n account of the cost 
of explosives, detonator, removal of soil, dewatering charges 
or any other similar charges. The employer shall supply 
material for blasting, drilling of holes and dewatering facilities 
in stone mines. 

5. The minimum rates of wages payable to disabled em¬ 
ployees shall bo the same as are payable to the able bodied 
employees of the similar categories of employees. 

6. The above mentioned wages as set out in column (3) 
of the above schedule are based on twelve monthly average 
of All-India Consumer Price Index Number 855 (base year 
1960=100) for Industrial Workers for the month of March, 
1990.
